The seeds of much of the "dy- 


spepbia" of middle and late life are 
sown in childhood by unwise faeding, 
overindulgence in candy and pas- 
tries, and underindulgejice in the 
tissue building foods as represented 
by digestive meats, well baked breads, 
and vegatables. Very frequently the 
whims of the child are allowed to 
rule In an indefensible manner; again 
the mother may have little know- 
ledge of the value of different arti- 
cles of diet. But seldom is unadult- 
erated poverty responsible for star- 
vation which will leave permanent 
bears on its victims. For, whfle pov- 
erty is common enough, ignorance is 
more common. 
Too often, meagre 


funds arc wasted 
in indulgences 


where a more Intelligent housewifi 
would have purchased articles for 
their real food value. 


Young babies need only milk and 


watsr for the first eight or nine 
months. If cows milk must be used, 
it should be diluted considerably and 
adapted under the advice of a com- 
petent physician to the age and diges- 
tion of the baby. Thoroughly corn- 
potent baby specialists are adding 
the more digestible cereals, thor- 
oughly well cooked, to the diet of 
normal babies at eight months. At 
about 
fifteen 
months, soft boiled 


eggs are given, while small bits of 
bacon, beef, lamb and chicken are 
seldom allowed until the infant Is 
twenty-one months old. 
Spinach, 


carrots, squash, beets made into mod- 
erately thick purses, may be given at 
ten months. 


Custards, tapioca, and rice pud- 


dings (permlssab'le at twelve months- 
add the variety and the sweet for 
which the child has a natural and 
proper craving. 
The sweets, how- 


ever, should be given sparingly. And 
here is a suggestion I should like to 
drive home most emphatically. En- 
tirely aside from the bad effect upon 
his present and future health, too 
many sweats don't increase a child's 
happiness or enjoyment of life. 
The 


child who gets a lump of sugar once 
a week and doesn't expect it oftener, 
Is usually better satisfied and happier 
than the child that gets to think he 
can have candy whenever he wants it 
and has to be denied it every hour 
or so. 


Intelligent feeding of small child- 


ren requires much more constant at- 
tention to keeping the wrong arti- 
cles away from the children than It 
does to supplying the right ones. 
Parents should bear the American 
tendency to overeat constantly in 
:nind and combat it by holding back. 


Young children should have simple 


)ut nutritious dinners at noon and 
Ight suppers at night. Cereals, inllk 
toast, well baked bread and milk, and 
a dish of cooked or suitable raw fruit, 
will 
suffice and 
satisfy unspoiled 


children for a great many years. 


Another suggestion is to serve the 


children separately from grown-ups 
'or as many years as possible, par- 
.icularly in homes where the even- 
ng meal is a hearty dinner. It may 
s;em to bo a great bother to serve 
.wo meals at practically the same 
ime, 
but it is usually far less trouble 


ban it is to be compelled to deny th'e 
ihfldren the rich food and pastries 
hat compose most of our dinners.

NOT SUCH A SNAP 


AS IT LOOKED TO BE 


President James 0. Davidson of 


the state board of control recently 
sent out a letter to the various chair- 
men of the county boards in the state 
announcing that experiments of the 
board has shown the employment of 
convict 'labor on public highway con- 
struction work was entirely practi- 
cable and that the board Intended to 
lease such labor to the counties for 
road building work or take contracts 
for such work during the coming 
yoar. 


According to newspaper comments 


thruout the state, the various coun- 
ties that had been tlguring on put- 
ting convict labor to work on their 
roads dur'ng the coming year, have 
since receiving the circular bagun to 
hedge on the matter a trifle, and are 
not so enthusiastic as they were ear- 
lier in the game. It was imagined 
that the employment of this con- 
vict labor would furnish a means of 
building roads In a much cheaper 
manner than had been the case in the 
past when employing ordinary help 
.either by the day system or on con- 
tract. 


However, after a careful perusal 


of the circular it becomes rather 
doubtful as to where the saving will 
b3 effected. 
The board will furnish 


convicts for $1.50 per day each, and 
look after their maintenance and 
control, the county furnishing the 
building material and engineering 
work. If a county does not want to 
hire the convicts by the day, the 
board will undertake to furnish the 
labor by the job. the county supply 
Ing the' material and engineering 
skill, as under the former proposal. 


Pres. Davison urges the various 


boards to consider the matter at 
their meetings next month. 
After 


reviewing at considerable length the 
work of convicts in constructing va- 
rious highways last year, the 'letter 
calls attention to the fact that the 
legislature of 1915 enacted a law 
authorizing the board to continue 
such work. 


It seems that several of the coun- 


ties had been figuring on using this 
convict labor on the roads, but since 
this circular has gone out that they 
have suddenly discovered that there 
are plenty of men in their own com- 
muni*y who are entitled to the work, 
and that it,is not the policy of the 
county to <emply convict labor where 
it is possible to secure home people 
to do the work. 


However, from hints thrown out 


it would seem that the price of $1.50 
per day for the convict labor, and the 
fact that it takes a osrtain number of 
guards to look after the convicts and 
that provision must be made for 
these also, is responsible for the dif- 
ference of opinion now from what 
there was befor it was known just 
what the oxpense would be. 


NEWSPAPER MAN 


TOUCHED FOR $2000 


The newspaper business is certain- 


ly looking up when a man will bring 
a suit against the editor of a news- 
paper for the sum of $15,000, and the 
jury brings In a vordlct for the sum 
of $2,OUU. There was n time when 
such an action would have been taken 
as a joke, and It is not at all proba- 
ble that a circuit judge would have 
entertained the matter at all. 


However, it seems that times have 


changed, and during the past week 
such a case has been tried out, and 
the judgment has been obtained and 
the money will undoubtedly be paid. 


Tho case was brought by T. E. 


Hayes of Fond du Lac against E. S. 
Bal'ley, editor of the Marshfleld News. 
Mr. Bailey, while operating his au- 
tomobile on the street at Marshfleld 
lost control of the machine and ran 
up onto the sidewalk aud struck Mr. 
Hayes who was knocked down and 
injured to a certain extent, it being 
claimed that his left leg was broken 
at the ankle. 


Mr. Hayes subsequently brought 


suit against Mr. Bailey for the sum 
of $15,000, and the matter was up 
In circuit court in this city last week 
and after hearing all the evidence in 
the case the jury brought in a ver- 
dict for $2,000. The following qu/as- 
tlons and answers, were given by the 
jury: 


• Question—Was the defendant neg- 
ligent in operating his automobile at 
the time and place of tils' accident 
wherein plaintiff was injured! 


Ans.—Yes. 
Question—It the court should be 


of the opinion that plaintiff should 
recover in this action, what sum will 
compensate him for the Injuries ha 
received? 


Ans.—$2,000. 
Since the case firct gained pub- 


licity numerous stories have been 
current concerning the fine points of 
the matter. One o£ these was to tho 
effect that after Mr. Hayes was run 
down that Mr. Bailey had not waited 
to see how badly he was hurt nor 
made any attempt to render him any 
assistance, a report that was entire- 
ly without foundation in any way. 
Mr. Bailey at all times admitted his 
liability In the matter, and at the 
time of the accident, not only stop- 
ped and helped to pick Hayes up but 
wanted to take him to a doctor for 
examination and when Mr. Hayes 
refused to be taken Mr. Bailey secur- 
ed a doctor for him, and assisted in 
ev.ary way he could to make up for 
the injury he had sustained. 
Later 


he visited Mr. Hayes several times 
and made every effort possible to 
effect a settlement with him. 


It is not expected that there will 


be any appeal from, the decision of 
the court by either of the parties In 
tba case.

The seeds of much of the "dy- 


spepsia" of middle and late life are 
sown in childhood by unwise fseding, 
overindulgence in candy and pas- 
tries, and undcrindulge(ice in the 
tissue building foods as represented 
by digestive meats, well baked breads. 
and vegatables. Very frequently the 
whims of the child are allowed to 
rule in an indefensible manner; again 
the mother may have little know- 
ledge of the value of different arti- 
cles of diet. But seldom Is unadult- 
erated poverty responsible for star- 
vation which will leave permanent 
scars on its victims. 
For, wbi'le pov- 


erty is common enough, ignorance is 
more common. 
Too often, meagre 


funds 
arc 
wasted in Indulgences 


where a more Intelligent housewlf2 
would have purchased articles for 
their real food value. 
Young babies need only milk and 


wat = r for the 
first eight or nine 


months. It cows milk must be used, 
it should be diluted considerably and 
adapted under the advice of a com- 
petent physician to the age and diges- 
tion of the baby. Thoroughly com- 
pncnt baby specialists are adding 
the more digestible cereals, thor- 


iiKhly well cooked, to the diet of 


normal babies at eight months. At 
about 
fifteen 
months, soft 
boiled 


eggs are given, while small bits of 
bacon, beef, lamb and chicken are 
seldom allowed until the infant is 
twenty-one months old. Spinach, 
carrots, squash, beets made into mod- 
erately thick purses, may be given at 
ten months. 
Custards, tapioca, and rice pud- 


lings (permissab'ie at twelve months- 
idd the variety and the swe?t for 
which the child has a natural and 
proper craving. 
The sweets, how- 


ever, should be given sparingly. And 
here Is a suggestion I should like to 
drive home most emphatically. En- 
tirely aside from the bad effect upon 
his present and future health, too 
many swe3ts don't increase a child's 
happiness or enjoyment of life. The 
child who gets a lump of sugar once 
a week and doesn't expect it oftener, 
is usually better satisfied and happier 
than the child that gets to think he 
can have candy whenever he wants it 
and has to be denied it every hour 


Intelligent feeding of small child- 


ren requires much more constant at- 
tention to keeping the wrong arti- 
cles away from the children than it 
does to supplying the right ones. 
Parents should bear the American 
tendency to overeat constantly in 
mind and combat it by holding back. 


Young children should have simple 


but nutritious dinners at noon and 
light suppers at night. Cereals, milk 
toast well baked bread and milk, and 
a dish of cooked or suitable raw fruit, 
will 
suffice 
and 
satisfy unspoiled 


children for a great many years. 


Another suggestion Is to serve the 


children separately from grown-ups 
for as many years as possible, par- 
ticularly in homes where the even- 
ing meal is a hearty dinner. It may 
S3em to be a great bother to serve 
two meals at practically the same 
time, but it is usually far less trouble 
than It is to be compelled to deny the 
children the rich food and pastries 
that compose most of our dinners.

NOT SUCH A SNAP 


AS IT LOOKED TO BE 


President James O. Davidson of 


the state board of control recently 
sent out a letter to the various chair- 
men of the county boards in the state 
announcing that experiments of tho 
board has shown the employment of 
convict'labor on public highway con- 
struction work was entirely practi- 
cable and that the board intended to 
lease such labor to the counties for 
road building work or take contracts 
for such work during the coming 
yoar. 
According to newspaper comments 


thruout the state, the various coun- 
ties that bad been figuring on put- 
ting convict labor to work on their 
roads dur'ng the coming year, have 
since receiving the circular b;>gun to 
hedge on the matter a triiie, and are 
not so enthusiastic as they were ear- 
lier in the game. 
It was imagined 


that the employment of this con- 
vict labor would furnish a means of 
building roads in a much cheaper 
manner than had been the case in the 
past when employing ordinary help 
either by the day system or on con- 
tract. 
However, after a careful perusal 


of the circular it becomes rather 
doubtful as to where the saving will 
b3 effected. 
The board will furnish 


convicts for $1.50 per day each, and 
look after Uioir maintenance and 
control, the county furnishing the 
building material and engineering 
work. If a county does not want to 
hire the convicts by the day, the 
board will undertake to furnish the 
labor by the job. the county supply 
Ing the' material and engineering 
skill, as under the former proposal. 
Pres. Davison urges the various 


boards to consider the matter at 
their meetings next month. 
After 


reviewing at considerable length the 
work of convicts in constructing va- 
rious highways last year, the letter 
calls attention to the fact that the 
legislature of 1915 enacted a law 
authorizing the board to continue 
such work. 
It seems that several of the coun- 


ties had been figuring on using this 
convict labor on the roads, but since 
this circular has gone out that thi^y 
have suddenly discovered that there 
are plenty of men in their own com- 
muni'y who are entitled to the work, 
and that it is not the policy of the 
county to amply convict labor where 
it is possible to secure home people 
to do the work. 
However, from hints thrown out 


it wou'ld seem that the price of ?1.50 
per day for the convict labor, and the 
fact that it takes a. certain number of 
guards to look after the convicts and 
that provision must be made for 
these also, is responsible for the dif-

About 14 


years ago quite an extensive out 
break of this disease occured in Wis- 
consin. At that time Dr. H. L. Rus- 
sell found that the staking of the well 
animals on stubble ground at some 
distance from the sick ones and by 
using many additional 
precautions 


ol this nature the disease may be 
checked. 
"This so far is the only preventa- 


tive means which has been found in 
stamping out the disease," said Dr. 
Eliason. 
"The veterinarians of this 
department and those of the college 
og agriculture are using every effort 
to produce a vacins for experimental 
purposes."

"I would a great deal rather draw 


pepper up my nose than Incur the hos- 
tility and dislike of my neighbors," 
the president said. "Anything Is prefer- 
able to ostracism. 
This Is Just the 


sort of discipline should bo meted out 
to those within our borders who do 
not think of America first. 


"Now we. have come to a time of 


special stress and tost." the president 
declared. 
"There never was a time 


wheu wo needed more clearly to con- 
serve the principles of our own plat- 
form than this present time. 
There 


have boon sorao among us who have 
not thought first of America, who have 
thought to use the might of America 
In some matter not of Americas 
originative and they have forgotten 
that the first duty of a nation Is to 
express Its principles In the action of 
the family of nations and not to seek 
to aid and abet any rival or contrary 
Ideal. 


"I would not bo afraid upon the 


test of 'America first' to take a census 
of all foreign-born citizens of tho 
United States, for I know that tho 
•vast majority of them came hero be- 
cause they believe In America. 
I 


am not deceived as to tho balance of 
opinion among tho foreign-born citi- 
zens, but I am in a hurry to have an 
opportunity to have a line-up and 
let the men who are thinking first 
of other countries to stand on one 
Bide—biblically, it should be the 
left 


—and all those that are for America 
first, last and all tho time on tho oth- 
er side." 


Washington, Oct. 14.—The United 


States, in a note dlspa'.ched to Ger- 
many, to be presented by Ambassador 
Gerard on tho case of the American 
Bhlp William P. Frye, asks that If It Is 
found necessary to destroy American 
ships carrying absolute contraband, 
passengers bo removed to a safer place 
than small boats. 


Tho American government accepts 


tho German suggestion in reply to the 
American proposal concerning a com- 
mission to fix damages for tho Frye, 
agreeing to dispense with the umpire 
and leave the case to two experts, one 
from each country. 


In agreeing to submit to arbitration 


tho Interpretation of tho treaty of 1828 
to decide whether it gives Germany 
the right to destroy American ships to 
slop contraband traffic, tho American 
government holds that not only must 
warning bo given and passengers and 
crew saved, but that small boats are 
not considered a "place of safety" 
within tho meaning of International 
law. 


Tho United States has not insisted 


upon this heretofore with reference 
to Americans traveling on ships under 
a belligerent flag. 
Officials here, how 


ever, feel that tho treaty was a spe 
clal arrangement between Germany 
and tho United States expressly drawn 
for tho purpose of protecting tho ves- 
sels and lives of subjects of either 
party in war time. As one of tho ar- 
ticles of the treaty specifically pro- 
vides for the delivery of contraband 
out of the cargo of an American Bhlp 
and then states that tho vessel can

Sweden's reason will bo the interfer- 
ence of the British fleet with trade 
between the United States and that 
country. 


The real ground for action, it is as- 


serted, will be the desire of Sweden 
to pront territorially from Russia's de- 
feats. 


If Sweden should throw her forces 


on the side of the central powers it 
is regarded as altogether unlikely that 
Norway and Denmark will be able to 
keep out of tho maelstrom which has 
engulfed most of Europe. 


Norway is traditionally pro-English 


in sentiment and policy, and Den- 
mark's hatred of Germany, because of 
the latter's seizure and absorption of 
the "lost Danish provinces," has not 
been diminished by time. 


Tho Scandinavian kingdom has a 


total war strength of about 485,000 
men. Its navy comprises one sea-go- 
ing cruiser, 13 coast-defense battle- 
ships, eight destroyers and more than 
fifty torpedo boats and submarines. In 
case of war the navy would co-operate 
with that of Germany. 


While there is no question that the 


British fleet has interfered with trade 
between the United States and Swed- 
en, and this government will protest 
in a few days against violations of 
American rights, as a matter of fact 
there has been a sixfold increase in 
commerce with that country. 
During 


the last fiscal year the United States 
sold to Sweden products valued at 
$78,273,818, as against $14,644,226 dur- 
ing the fiscal year preceding the war.

ARSHAL MAURICE of Saxe, writing 
in the middle of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, deplored the disuse of de- 
fensive armor as being tho cause of 
large number of casualties in bat- 
tle. He very truly observed that 
most of the wounds caused by 
spent bullets, sword, lance, or pike 


4 
thrusts would be minimized, it not 


prevented, by the use of some kind of metal pro- 
tection 
He does not suggest that Its weight and 


unwleldlness was any drawback, for he recom- 
mends a cuirass made of buff leather, re-enforced 
with metal strips, weighing in all 30 pounds, as 
a very useful equipment, and he gives as his opin- 
ion that it was only tha cost of armor which 
brought about its disuse From the middle of the 
sixteenth century there had been much discus- 
sion as to the practical value of armor, and Sir 
John Smytha, writing in 1590, cites the death 
of Sir Philip Sidney from a spent bullet as a rea- 
son for adhering to tha old fashions in military 
equipment 
As early as 15G9 armor was proved 


by musket or pistol shot, and in 1590 Sir Henry 
Lee, master of the armories, arranged a trial 
to determine the respective merits of Shropshire 
iron and "Hungere" or Innsbruck metal, with re- 
sults disastrous to the homemade product. 


In the "Verney Memoirs," under the date of 


1667, 
we find that one Richard Hals proved his 


armor with "as much powder as will cover the 
bullet In the palm of the hand." 
It was this 


proof by musket shot, combined with the gradual 
decadence of the craft of the armorer, who had 
by this time lost the art of tempering his metal, 
which produced the graceless and cumbersome 
equipment of the 
seventeenth 
century—proof 


against firearms, it is true, but so heavy and in- 
convenient as to be entirely unsuited for extend- 
ed expeditions, and for the new school of military 
tactics. The last relic of the complete suit of 
plate was the small crescent-shaped gorget worn 
by infantry officers up to about the year 1830. 
Onco this had been a practical protection to the 
throat, but latterly It shrank to a small plaque 
ot brass, little larger than a regimental badge. 
Quilted armor, brigandlnes, and chain mail were 
occasionally used after field armor had been 
given up; but these were solely used against the 
attack of the assassin. Napoleon III is said to 
have worn a defense of mail; tha cavalry of the 
Confederate army in the American Civil war fa- 
vored a vest lined with plates of ateel; and Ned 
Kelly, the bushranger of our own day, wore a 
helmet and cuirass of bulletproof boiler plate. 
The thin strips of steel used in the bngandlne 
were only of value against sword cuts, and it was 
for this purpose that they were employee', in the 
"secretes" or hat linings, of which there are still 
large numbers In the Tower, and In the hat of 
Bradshaw the regicide, in the Ashmolean mu- 
seum, Oxford. The modern French and German 
defenses of this nature would seem to be quite 
useless against long-range rifles. For many years 
Inventors have brought forward contrivances, 
claimed to be bulletproof, which provided thrill- 
ing turns on the music hall stage, "but none ever 
dared to face the service rifle wearing their in- 
vention. As has been repeatedly pointed out in 
recent articles on this subject, the only value of 
armor at the present day is as a protection from 
glancing or spent bullets. It has no value what- 
ever against the point-blank Impact of a projec- 


tile, for, even If the defense is not penetrated, 
the resultant shock is as serious as a bullet 
wound 
It is therefore this glancing surface 


which should be studied If armour is w have any 
Place in modem warfare, and metal of a high 
temper and light in weight should bo employed. 
It is unthinkable that such defenses will ever bo 
officially recognized, for, if Issued on a largo 
scale, they would greatly Impede the mobility of 
troops already carrying more dead weight than 
did the soldier of the sixteenth century In his 
suit of half-armor. I£ such contrivances are pur- 
chased privately an exhaustive test should bo in- 
sisted upon, and 
proof should be recorded by 


some responsible body, as it was in the days of 
Charles I, when the Armorers company of Lon- 
don were ordered to carry out such tests and 
stamp all armor that satisfied tho conditions 
with their mark 
If these defenses are care- 


lessly made of indifferent material they will as- 
suredly be far more of a danger than a protec- 
tion. 


It is imposlble to criticize the modern produc- 


tions without seeing them in actual use in tha 
trenches, but It would seem that the pistol 
shield with crossed bars is in direct opposition 
to the theory_that the "glancing surface" Is of 
importance, for here, wherever the bullet strikes, 
It will deliver the full force of its blow and will 
not fly off at a tangent as it would from Henry 
VIII's pistol shield which is preserved in the 
Tower. 
The plain skull-cap seems to fulfill tho 


required conditions, except that it should be 
provided with a brim curving outward, like the 
chapel do fer of the sixteenth century. 
The 


French helmet appears to provide some lodg- 
ments for the bullet in the straight brim and 
high comb, but again It should be noted that It is 
impossible to criticize practically until the de- 
fense Is seen in action. 


Besides the ordinary body armor of the late 


seventeenth century in the 
Tower collection 


there are a few interesting specimens of siege 
implements which were the precursors of modern 
contrivances. The chevaux.de frise of the days 
of Wellington are a series of sergeants'v pikes 
joined by horizontal rods, and so arranged that 
they can be stretched across a road or the breach 
in a wall as a protection against cavalry—an an- 
ticipation of the present barbed wire entangle- 
ment The sappers' mantels of leather and Iron 
have continued In use from the time of the Ro- 
mans up to today, and the weighty trappings 
that were used In the middle of the seventeenth 
century show that even then armor was serious- 
ly used in the trench work. Several of the eight- 
eenth century muskets in the Tower ot London 
have brass cups fixed to the barrel or butt from 
which grenades were thrown, a necessary precau- 
tion when the fuse used was the slow match. 
Step by step we can trace the evolution of mili- 
tary invention, and It is peculiarly interesting 
to find that today, In the light of all our scien- 
tific knowledge and experience, we are suddenly 
forced back to make use of appliances of four 
hundred years ago which we had but recently 
stigmatized as relics ot barbarism. 


The facts show that from the stone age onward 


armor never became extinct. It has always been 
worn. At the present day, to be sure, it appears 
less for service than as a uniform of the body- 
guard ot royalty. And you recall that corselet 
and steel headpiece are still seen in St. James' 
park, or in Potsdam, or Indeed in Republican 


Franco, where tho tradition of tho bodyguard of 
the emperor still survives. But oven these rollcn 
of ancient armor are known to bo serviceable, 
saving many a guardsman from wounds of sabor 
or lance or ovon high velocity projectiles when 
striking at an angle. 


It is true that the disuse ot armor followed tho 


invention of better grades of powder, but it must, 
nevertheless, bo remembered that, during tlio time 
when armor was worn oftonest In Europe, gun- 
powder was in common use. During tho latter 
half of tho sixteenth century not only cannon but 
guns and pistols wars seen everywhere. Never- 
theless armor continued to bo used. It was in 
many cases tho matter of expense which limited 
tho wearing of armor; for In those days tho cost 
of armor was high, very high. Clearly, therefore, 
a man would be less apt to wear a really good 
harness—one which might have cost tho equiva- 
lent of ten thousand dollars in the present pur- 
chasing power of money—when the protection It 
gave him was not complete; he preferred then to 
wear common heavy armor, and in tho end to 
neglect wearing armor altogether. 


When he found that his onemy kept away from 


him, tho range of firearms Increased. Later on ho 
"took a chance" of receiving a wound. 


It was only during the Thirty Years war, say 


before 1650, that cheap armor of very great 
weight—almost intolerable—caino into general 
use. Then, too, one must remember that there 
was for a long time a feeling that armor was not 
heroic. Even in earlier centuries many a distin- 
guished officer thought it chivalrous to appear In 
battle only partly armed. Thus wo read of his- 
torical personages going into battle with helmet 
visor raised, and of such a knight errant ns Sir 
Philip Sydney fighting bareheaded 
The feeling 


that It Is discreditable to wear armor is strong 
oven at the present day. 


The reasoning runs: It is cowardly to lake an 


unfair advantage of an adversary. Surely a man 
in a duel would not wear a shirt of mail; BO why 
should ho ba armored in battle, which Is only a 
duel on a larger scale? 


Shields should be and are already in constant 


use. ,It may be recalled that the Japanese rede- 
veloped this system effectively in their war with 
Russia, especially in the capture of "Two Hundred 
and Three Meter hill," where they moved along 
in front of the advancing infantrymen. In earlier 
times tho Japanese sometimes wore a flat shield 
slung upon the breast, but always as a dcfenso 
against shot 


When one considers tho value to the commu- 


nity of oven one soldier, surely no nation should 
afford not to protect him as best It can. 


The descendants of an individual may amount 


to thousands In tha course of a couple ot con(.urlea, 
so one can figure out what the human losses to 
the countries now at war must represent In the 
future. If armor will sava even a few hundreds 
of men it will certainly pay as a national Invest- 
ment to use It. The time will soon, come when 
governmental commissions will take up this mat- 
ter effectively.

ARSHAL, MAURICE of Saxe,. writing 
In the middle of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, deplored the disuse of de- 
fensive armor as being the cause of 
large number of casualties In bat- 
tle. 
He very truly observed that 


most of the wounds caused 
by 


spent bullets, sword, lance, or pike 
thrusts would be minimized. If not 


nrevented by the use of some kind of metal pro- 
tection 
He does not suggest that Its weight and 


unwieldlness was amy drawback, for he recom- 
mends a cuirass made of buff leather, re-enforced 
with metal strips, weighing In all 30 pounds, as 
a very useful equipment, and he gives as his opin- 
ion that It was only the cost of armor which 
brought about its disuse. From the middle of the 
sixteenth century there had been much discus- 
sion as to the practical value of armor, and Sir 
John Smythe. writing In 1590, cites the death 
of Sir Philip Sidney from a spent bullet as a rea- 
son for adhering to the old fashions in military 
equipment. As early as 1509 armor was proved 
by musket or pistol shot, and in 1590 Sir Henry 
Lee master of the armories, arranged a trial 
to determine the respective merits of Shropshire 
iron and "Hungere" or Innsbruck metal, with re- 
sults disastrous to the homemade product. 


In the "Verney Memoirs," under the date of 


1667 
we find that one Richard Hals proved his 


armor with "as much powder as will cover the 
bullet in the palm of the hand." 
It was this 


proof by musket shot, combined with the gradual 
decadence of the craft of the armorer, who had 
by this time lost the art of tempering his metal, 
which produced the graceless and cumbersome 
equipment of the 
seventeenth 
century—proof 


against firearms, It is true, but so heavy and in- 
convenient as to he entirely unsuited for extend- 
ed expeditions, and for the new school of military 
tactics 
The last relic of the complete suit of 


plate was the small crescent-shaped gorget worn 
by infantry officers up to about the year 1830. 
Once this had been a practical protection to the 
throat, but latterly it shrank to a small plaque 
of brass, little larger than a regimental badge. 
Quilted armor, brigandines, and chain mail were 
occasionally used after field armor had been 
riven up- but these were solely used against the 
Ittack of the assassin. Napoleon III is said to 
have worn a defense of mail; the cavalry of the 
Confederate army In the American Civil war fa- 
vored a vest lined with plates of steel; and Ived 
Kelly the bushranger of our own day, wore a. 
helmet and cuirass of bulletproof boiler plate. 
The thin strips of steel used in the brigandine 
-were only of value against sword cuts, and it was 
for this purpose that they were employed in the 
"secretes" or hat linings, of which there are still 
large numbers in the Tower, and in the hat of 
Bradsha-w the regicide, in the Ashmolean mu- 
seum, Oxford. 
The modern French and German 


defenses of this nature would seem to be quite 
useless against long-range rifles. For many years 
inventors have brought forward 
contrivances, 


claimed to be bulletproof, which provided thrill- 
ing turns on the music hair stage, but none ever 
dared to face the service rifle wearing their In- 
vention. As has been repeatedly pointed out in 
recent articles on this subject, the only value of 
armor at the present day is as a protection from 
glancing or spent bullets. It has no value what- 
ever against the point-blank impact of a projec- 


tile, for, even if the defense is not penetrated, 
the resultant shock Is as serious as a bunec 
wound. 
It Is therefore this glancing surface 


which should be studied If armour Is to. have any 
place in modern warfare, and metal of a hlgn 
temper and light in weight should be employed. 
It Is unthinkable that such defenses will ever bo 
ofllcially recognized, for, if Issued on a largo 
scale, they would greatly impede the mobility or 
troops already carrying more dead weight than 
did the soldier of the sixteenth century In his 
suit of half-armor. If such contrivances are pur- 
chased privately an exhaustive test should be In- 
sisted upon, and 
proof should bo recorded by 


some responsible body, as It was in the days of 
Charles I, when the Armorers company of Lon- 
don were ordered to carry out BUCU tests and 
stamp all armor that satisfied tho conditions 
with their mark. 
If these defenses are care- 


lessly made of Indifferent material they will as- 
suredly be far more of a danger than a protec- 
tion. 
It is Imposible to criticize the modern produc- 


tions without seeing them In actual use In tho 
trenches, but it would seem 
that the pistol 


shield with crossed bars is in direct opposition 
to the theory that the "glancing surface" Is of 
importance, for here, wherever tho bullet strikes, 
It will deliver the full force of its blow and will 
not fly off at a tangent as it would from Henry 
VIII's pistol shield which Is preserved In tho 
Tower. The plain skull-cap seems to fulfill the 
required conditions, except that It should be 
provided with a brim curving outward, like the 
chapel de fer of the sixteenth century. 
The 


French helmet appears to provide some lodg- 
ments for the bullet In the straight brim and 
high comb, but again It should be noted that It Is 
impossible to criticize practically until the de- 
fense Is seen In action. 


Besides tho ordinary body armor of the late 
seventeenth 
century In tho 
Tower 
collection 


there are a few interesting specimens of siege 
Implements which were the precursors of modern 
contrivances. The chevaux .de frise of the days 
of Wellington are a series of sergeants'^ pikes 
Joined by horizontal rods, and so arranged that 
they can be stretched across a road or the breach 
in a wall as a protection against cavalry—an an- 
ticipation of the present barbed wire entangle- 
ment. The sappers' mantels of leather and Iron 
have continued In use from the time of the Ro- 
mans up to today, and the weighty trappings 
that were used In the middle of the seventeenth 
century show that even then armor was serious- 
ly used in the trench work. Several of the eight- 
eenth century muskets in the Tower of London 
have brass cups fixed to the barrel or butt from 
which grenades were thrown, a necessary precau- 
tion when the fuse used was the slow match. 
Step by step we can trace the evolution of mili- 
tary invention, and It Is peculiarly Interesting 
to flnd that today, in the light of all our scien- 
tific knowledge and experience, we are suddenly 
forced back to make use of appliances of four 
hundred years ago which we had but recently 
stigmatized as relics of barbarism. 


The facts show that from the stone age onward 


armor never became extinct. It has always been 
worn. At the present day, to be sure, It appears 
less for service than as a uniform of the body- 
guard of royalty. And you recall that corselet 
and steel headpiece are still seen in St. James' 
park, or in Potsdam, or indeed In Republican 


France, where the tradition of tho bodyguard of 
the emperor still survives. 
But oven tin-mi rellcii 


of ancient armor are known to bis Kervloeable-, 
saving many a guardsman from woumlH i>f nalmr 
or lance or even high velocity projectiles when 
striking at nn angle. 
It is true that the disuse of armor followoil tho 


Invention of better grades of powder, but It muHt. 
nevertheless, bo remembered that, during the tlmo 
when armor was worn oftenest In Kurope, gun- 
powder was In common use. 
During tho latter 


half of tho sixteenth century not only cannon but 
guns and pistols were seen everywhere. Never- 
theless armor continued to be used. 
It wan in 


many cases tho matter of expenso which limited 
tho wearing of armor; for in those ilays tho cost 
of armor was high, very high. Clearly, therefore, 
a man would bo less apt to wear a really good 
harness—one which might havo cost tho equiva- 
lent of ten thousand dollam in tho present pur- 
chasing power of money—when tho protection It 
gave him was not complete; bo preferred then to 
wear common heavy armor, ami In the end to 
neglect wearing armor altogether. 


When he found that bis enemy kept nway from 


him, 
tho range of firearms Increased, l^ater on he 


"took a chance" of receiving a wound. 


It was only during the Thirty Years war, say 


before 1650, that cheap armor of very great 
weight—almost intolerable—camo into general 
use. Then, too, ono must remember that thero 
was for a long time a feeling that armor was not 
heroic. Even In earlier centuries many a distin- 
guished officer thought It chivalrous to appear In 
battle only partly armed. Thus wo read of his- 
torical personages going Into battle with helmet 
visor raised, and of such a knight errant as Sir 
Philip Sydney fighting bareheaded. Tho feeling 
that It is discreditable to wear armor Is strong 
even at the present day. 


The reasoning runs: It la cowardly to take an 


unfair advantage of an adversary. Surely a man 
In a duel would not wear a shirt of mall; HO why 
should he be armored In battle, which Is only a 
duel on a larger scale? 


Shields should be and are already In constant 


use. It may be recalled that tho Japanese rede- 
veloped this system effectively In their war with 
Russia, especially In the capture of "Two Hundred 
and Three Meter hill," where they moved along 
in front of the advancing infantrymen. In earlier 
times the Japanese sometimes wore a flat Bhleld 
slung upon the breast, but always as a defense 
against shot. 


When one considers the value to the commu- 


nity of even one soldier, surely no nation should 
afford not to protect him as best it can. 


The descendants of an individual may amount 


to thousands In tho course of a couple of centuries, 
so one can figure out what the human losses to 
the countries now at war must represent In tho 
future. If armor will save even a few hundreds 
of men It will certainly pay as a. national Invest- 
ment to use It. The time will soon cornc when 
governmental commissions will take up this mat- 
ter effectively.

As soon as the seed corn is picked 


it must be cur^d. Many devices have 
been used for drying seed coin 
Tho 


most common of these arc single 
string double string, corn tree, frame 
covered with chicken wire and boards 
Into which finishing nails have been 
driven. In the 'last method the seed 
ears are jabbed onto the nails. This 
device has the advantage over the 
others. 
It is inexpensive and easily 


made. 
When the corn Is tested in 


the spring the ears can be numbered 
very ••aally by writing the figures on 
tho boards below the ears. 


The curing ot seed corn Is depend- 


ent upon two conditions, free cir- 
culation of air and a temperature 
abov.-> freezing until the corn is thor- 
oughly dried. These conditions can 
best be secured by fire drying. Open 
tho windows in the room in which the 
corn is stored and build a fire every 
day until it Is thoroughly drl^'d. After 
it 'has been thoroughly dried, freez- 
ing will not injure its vitality and if 
it is k>^pt in a dry place where H wi'll 
not f.bsorb moisture it will make the 
best seed corn you can secure for 
your farm.

at New York. 


When a steam-shovN had excavated 


a pit In connection with some grado- 
crosslng work near New York, H ex- 
tricated Itself by burrowing down still 
further until It reached a convenient 
subway and then trundled itself out 
on the rails. 
The story Is told in 


Engineering News, which calls it a 
tale of "resourcefulness In operating a 
steam-shovel." We read: 


"The shovel . . . was used In 


making the second cut in a section of 
the grade-crossing elimination work 
which the Lotip Island railroad has 
had under way for the last three 
years in East New York. 
When this 


section of tho second cut had been 
finished, the disposition of the shovel 
presented something of a problem, 't 
would not do to lift it out of the cut, 
because the slopes might slide, nor 
could It be hacked out by the way It 
had entered, because of the timbering 
in the rear. . . . The four tubes >f 
the tunnel had been completed to a 
point where the second cut on this sec- 
tion began. 
It was decided that the 


simplest way of moving the shovel to 
the surface was to have it dig Its own 
way down to one of the concrete 
tubes, the floor of which was 22 feet 
below the lloor of the second cut, and 
then to run the shovel out to tho por- 
tal on the track laid inside the tuba.

Sweet Clover as a Hay Crop. 


Sweet clover, which has been a de- 


spised plant in moat farming com- 
munities where It grows as a weed, 
and has suddenly come Into promin- 
ence as a hay and pasture crop. The 
experiment stations have been Inves- 
tigating its merits, and have ascer- 
tained that sweet diover hay is just 
about as great in feeding value as 
alfalfa, while for pastures it is even 
better. It has a bitter taste and the 
stock will uot touch it until they have 
been taught to do so with a mixture 
of other hay or feed, but as soon as 
they learn what it is they prefer it 
to most clovers. It makes great pas- 
ture especially for hogs, and in Kan- 
sas, whore alfalfa has been king of 
clovers, many farmers are now plant- 
ing swe'et clover extensively. 
One 


Kansas has 3,000 acres in sweet clo- 
ver, and is one of its most earnest 
advocates. 
Sweet dover grows on 


almost any soil. 
It will thrive in 


•wet places and does well in sandy 
lands where lack of moisture pre- 
vents success with other crops. 
In 


fact it is a clover which -will grow 
many piaces where no other crop will 
grow. The experimental stations are 
now singing praises of sweet clovjr 
along with those of alfalfa. 
It is a 


bi-ennlal crop, gong to seed the sec- 
ond year and dying down, and its 
roots, which contain more nodules 
than are found in alfalfa roots, make 
it a valuable crop for the improve- 
ment of th=» soil. It grows to great 
height oji some land, a stand of five 
or six feet being common, and when 
cut early make a hay that looks very 
similar lo alfalfa. 
Farmers having 


lands on which other clovers do not 
thrive would do wel'l investigate th's 
merits of sweet clover and give it 
a trial.
